Mrs. Scott Durand Charges 

Conspiracy to Put Her 

Out of Business 



TRAP INSPECTORS BY WIT 



After Ten of Her Cliolrc Herd Was Con- 

cfemnedf Mrs. Durand Shipped Them 

to Slock Yards Where They Passed 



AllcRinga conapirncy between Arthur 
Meeker of the Armour Puckuig com- 
panj' and the Kovernment moat inspec- 
tors of Chicago to force her to cease 
operating her famous dairy, Crabtree 
farm, Lake Bluff, Mrs. Scott Durand, 
permlnent society woman and philan- 
thropist, has filed with Representative 
Nelson of Wisconsin a statement relat- 
ing how they utilized the meat inspec- 
tion service of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture in an effort to 
put her famous dairy out of existence 
because he regarded her as a rival. 

In addition Mrs. Durand telts how by 
wit she trapped the government inspec- 
tors sent by Meeker to condemn her 
herd and how they actually inspected 
and passed for Armour & Go's ware- 
house cows which they hod condemned 
as tubercular on her farm. So im- 
portant is the testimony offered by Mrs. 
Durand that she has been summoned as 
a witness and will take the stand some 
timcthis week. 

Mrs. Durand charges that Meeker 
boasted "he would put me out of busi- 
ness/' that inspectors from the stock 
yards condemned ten of her seventy 
cows, which had been tested frequently 
by veterinarians, that they ordered 
them killed: that she sent them secret- 
ly to Armour'u plant and the inspectors 
not knowing they had previously been 
condemned thereupon passed them for 
food. 

"Either innuence.was brought to bear 
to drive.mo out of the dairy business by 
having my valuable prize cattle con- 
demned and destroyed or else the*meat 
was diseased and was passed as healthy 
by the government inspeciors at the 
Armour plant and then was sold to the 
public. 

The whole scheme was unfair and dis- 
honest. The fact that the condemned 
cattle were jiassed as healthy after they 
were killed shows that either my cows 
were condemned as a part of a conspir- 
acy or that the federal inspectors are 
80 inefficient that they failed ts con- 
demn one of ten diseased cattle In a 
single lot. 

"In either event, Mr. Meeker has a 
very serious condition of affairs to ex- 
plain. The^charges were filed by me at 
the invitation of the members of the 
committee and my purpose was primar- 
ily to help put a stop to the abuses in 
the meat inspection service. 

"I do, not intend to sell any more 
milk in Chicago and will confine niyself 
to breeding prize cattle. The heavy 
loss resulting from the fire at my farm 
and the bitter warfare that Mr. Meek- 
er has waged against me have been 
very disheartening. I will not descend 
to 'stockyards methods* to compete- 
Bgainst Mr. Meeker in the milk bunl- 
ness" said Mrs. Durand. 

Meeker denied that ho had done the 
things charged by Mrs. Durand. "I 
heard of the charges Mrs. Durand 
made/' said Mr. Meeker, "but they are 
too apsurd to ^^ny. There is absolute- 
ly not the slightest foundation for what 
she says. I'll not discuss it and a 
statement isn't necessary as that would 
give the affair more importance than it 
deserves.'*

DANDELIONS 

BY SPRAYiNG 

'^The lilinoiB Farmer's Institute Press 
bulletin recently issued a statement re-, 
garding the |;de&truction of dandelions. 

Spray the lawn or baldly Infested area 
every ten days, with a flpray. solution 
made by dissolving one and.tnreo quar- 
ters pounds of copperas in a gallon of 
woter. Apply this with a sprayer that 
has a strong pressure BD tht^t a fine 
mist-like spray is formed. Use when 
the day is warm and bright. If the 
tirst few sprayings seem to produce no 
effiect make the solution slightly strong- 
er. The lawn grass may do somewhat 
blackened, but no permanent damajge 
results. Be careful to keep spray olT 
of cement walks aa it discolors tuem.

The p(?ople of the village of Bristol 
I art? planning to My from the ills thuy 
hiive, to take on troubles that thoy 
• know not of. The villngc Is planning 
to Hecyde from the town of Bristol and 
! incorporate under the new state law. 
In n short time tho people of the village 
hope to have their own nia^or and vil- 
lage council and take an equal rank 
with the city of Kenosha in thecounty. 
Attorneys have been retained to look 
after the legal end of the incorporation 
of the villap'e and as soon as possible 
tho work will be complete and Bristol 
will have the distinction of-being the 
first inforRorated village in the county. 
For years the incorporation of the 
village has been held back on 
account of population requirements, 
but at the last session of the 
legislature tho Jaw relating to - tho 
incorporatlonof the villages was amend- 
ed BO us to give any village with a pop* 
ulation of 150 the right to put aside the 
restraints of town government and be- 
gin enacting laws for itself. Many of 
the people of the village are enthusias- 
tic over the idea of laying aside the 
swaddling clothes but a few of them are 
a little fearful that the new organiza- 
tion will bring responsibilities and ex- 
penses which will be hard for them to 
bear. But the idea fs cast and Bristol 
is going to become a scpera^e commun- 
ity from the rest of the town. 



CHOP DOWN SIGN BOARDS 



Voliva Will Now Erect Sign Boards That 
Are Made of Steel. 

Every Saturday as regular as the 
day comes around,. signs are destroyed 
in Zion City. Usually the method used 
is fire and oil, but the rain on Saturday 
made this impossible. The ax was 
used. 

Now Voliva is real peeved and he 
says that he will erect fifty steel sign 
boards. 

"I shall construct fifty steel signs," 
he said, impressively. "Time, nor fire, 
nor flood shall destroy them. As for 
these stcunks who abuse me,_I shall 
notify thein that' my signs are to be 
guarded, and assailants may carry 
buckshot away with them. That is 
what they deserve." 

Aside from the signs near Zion Home,

f ROM FOX LAKE 

TO MISSISSIPPI 

IS UTEST PLAN 

Chicago and Elgin will join in a move- 
ment to make the Fox river a navig- 
able stream. 

Petitions addressed to Congressman 
Copley asKing his aid in securing an ap- 
propriation from congress, being circu- 
lated in Elgin, Dundee and Algonquin 
marks the first step in the campaign. 

It is hoped to have the Fox river be- 
tween Elgin and McHcnry dredged 
within the next two years— to make a 
complete waterway to the chain of 
lakes. The cost of. this is roughly es- 
timated at $1,000,000. Onlv a few 
mites will have to be dredged and there 
js now a government dredge at Fox 
lake. • 

When a few miles have been dredged 
it will mean 100 miles of waterway 
north of Elgin to Fox Lake, Pistakee 
Bay and the scores of other lakes in 
northern'part of the state and southern 
Wisconsin.

LAKE HAS NOT ACTED YET 



Sears Roebuck will Give $1 ,000 to Each of 

the first 100 Counties Applying for 

Same and Complying WUh Conditions 



Kane county will have a denomstra- 
tion farm and agricultural expert at 
once. 

J, P. Mason leader of the movement 
and Guy Phillips of Aurora, president 
of the Kane County Farmers' Institute, 
Monday put In Kane county's bid for 
$1,000 of the $100,000 fund donated Sat- 
urday by Sears Roebuck and company 
of Chicago, to be distributed among the 
first 100 counties in the west and middle 
west applying for same. 

The plan in brief is to place an agri- 
cultural expert is each county. It will 
be his duty to study local conditions 
and to suggest plans foe scientific man- 
agement for the puspose of obtaining a 
larger yield of better grain per acre 
than is now harvested. 

He will act as general adviser on 
agricultural matters, organize farmers' 
clubs, arrange farm exhibits, and co- 
operate with the school authorities in 
teaching the rudiments or agriculture. 

It shall be his duty to aid the farmers 
in every way and to establish seed plots 
both on the county farm and in various 
parts of the county on private farms to 
breed up to the highest efliciet)cy the 
variety of grain which may be^'Beat 
adapted to the soil and climate of the 
county, so that eventually a single uni- 
form variety which may be free from 
mixture of other grains and seeds of 
noxious weeds will be produced. 

The $1000 gift will not be sufficient 
It is expected that the salary of an ex- 
pert will be ^,500 alone. The counties 
are expected to raise the balance and 
they will have to show their earnestness 
to do this before they will receive their 
pro rata share of the donation. 

To obtain its share, each county must 
have a certain fund subscribed. This 
sum is to be collected by the strongest 
organization in each county and must 
equal annually 1 per cent per acre of all 
tillable soil in the county or a minimum 
of $100 from each township to be sub- 
scribed by the farmers'. An equal 
amount must be contributed by the 
commercial club, merchants, manufac- 
turers, bankers and business interests 
of the county. 

This offer was no doubt originated by 
a desire to advertise the big mail order 
house and it will without question be 
one of the most lasting of advertising 
stunts and if the fund is expended to 
the satisfaction of the donors it wUl be 
increased to a full million dollars avail- 
able for 1000 counties. So far Lake 
has taken no steps toward applying 
for the $1,000 apportionment but many 
prominent, farmers are asking "Why 
Not" and it may be that some move 
will yet be made toward emulating the 
act of our neighboring county.

Searching Parties Have So 

Far Beeu Unsuccessfnl 

In Efforts 



SEARCH IS STILL CONTINUED 



Every Means Is Being Used and Searchers 

Declare They will Not Give Up Unlill 

all ore Recovered 



Although searching parties have pa- 
trolled Fox Lake constantly since the 
drowning accident of the 8th, no trace 
of the bodies of the six men hove so 
far been found. 

A large sein was employlld In the 
search and It was not thought possible 
that this would fail to locate the bodies, 
but a thorough trial resulted in finding 
nothing further than a couple of pocket 
bookb belonging to some of the party. 
;The possibility that the bodies might 
have been carried into Nippersink lake 
by the strong current has caused that 
lake to be dragged but without result. 
The strong wind that has blown across 
the lake has handicapped the searchers 
to a considerable extent. It is an- 
nounced however that the search will 
not be given up until the bodies are re- 
covered. 

^ As a last resort dynamite will be used 
in an effort to raise the bodies. The 
water is between forty and fifty feet 
deep at the place where the launch is 
supposed to have gone down. 

This is one of most terrible accidents 
to happen on any of our numerous lakes 
in many years, and coming as' it does 
"just at the opening of the season has 
created a senation in tho entire lake 
region and the shores of Fox Lake are 
daily swarmed with anxious friends and 
relatives eager to learn of thefir^t dis- 
covery. Beside the large number who 
are aiding in the search. 

HIGHWOOD BOY 

THREATENS TO 

SHOOT MAYOR 

Because hia father, Frank Belli, was 
fined $150 for permitting him to sell 
liquor in Highwood, Clarence Belli came 
neor causing the death of Marshal L. 
K. Heustis Monday when he shot the 
window of the city hall full of holes, in 
an effort to shoot the mayor. 

The son is a small boy but in some 
manner or other he secured a revolver 
and Monday marched down the streets 
of Highwood flourishing the weapon 
and shooting right and left He shot 
through the windows in the city hall, 
and the Marshal L. K. Heustis narrow- 
ly escaped instant death at the hands of 
the lad. 

The city officials at Highwood are 
bound and determined to stop the il- 
legal selling of liquor there and they are 
taking every step to do so. Mayor Seiv- 
erson has stated that he will stop this 
practice and he is doing all in his power 
to do so.

SIGNS NEW PENSION BILL 



Graded Scale Based on The Service In- 
crease^ With Age of Recipient 

The president Saturday night signed 
the increased pension bill, passed by the 
house and senate. The n^easure was 
signed and became a law just before 
midnight, in the executive offices at 
the White House. 

It is estimated the bill will add about 
$27,000,000 the first year to the exist- 
ing pension budget decreasing gradual- 
ly eoch year. 

The bill provides that a soldier, GO 
years of age, with a service record of 
two and a half years in the Civil or 
I Mexican wars, shall receive a pension 
'of $18 per month; with three years ser- 
vice, $19 per month. 

At 70 years of age and one and one- 
half years of service the veteran is to 
be paid $21.50 per month; with two 
years, $23 per month; two and a half 
years. $25; three years, $25 per month. 

At 75 years of age, having served 
one and one-half years he will receive 
$27 per month; two years and over $30 
per month.

Substitute Measure of Dona- 
hue Bill Passed Senate 
Wednesday Morning 



PROVIDES POR REFERENDUM 



1,000,000 Woodmen Will Have Privilege 

by This Bill of Voting on the Rate 

Increase Measure 



Rather than permit the defeat of the 
Donahue bill, preventing the rate in- 
crease proposed by the Modern Wood- 
men of America the insurgent faction^ 
of which C. T. Heydecker of Wauke- ' 
gan is a member, Tuesday, drafted a 
substitute measure, which passed tho 
senate at an early hour Wednesday 
morning. 

The substitute bill was presented in 
the senate Tuesday evening and ad- 
vanced to a third reading. The Dona- 
hue bill, already passed by the house» 
which reported adversely to the senate 
insurance committee, was sidetracked. 

The main feature ot the substitute 
bill, passed by the senate Wednesday 
morning is a provision for a referendum 
by which members of the Woodman 
lodge may express their approval or 
disapproval of the rate increase. The 
rate increase shall become effective for 
old members next January 1st, as or- 
dered by the society unless a majority 
vote of the tocal membership, .which 
numbers more than 1,000,000, shall vote 
against it 

The compromise is considered rather 
to the advantage of the officers of the 
Woodmen as it will be a difficult task 
to obtain the votes of more than 500,- 
000 members. The state insurance 
superintendent, the state superinten- 
dent of public instructions and the state 
treasurer tire constituted as a board to 
which dissatisfied members may appeal 
if they feel the ofiicers do not conduct 
the referendum properly.. 

It was feared Tuesday night that the 
house would kill all bills because of the 
bad feeling which existed.

iEllis H, Roberts Was Credited 
With Having Both. 



EX-TREASURER YET ACTIVE 



Remlniicenceo of Hts Feud With Ros- 
coo Conkltng and HIa Final VIo- 
topy — Plan to EatabllBh Amer- 
ican Hospital In Paris.

Washington. — In tho different do- 
partment buUdlnsB of tho government 
tboro aro hanging on tho walls pic- 
tures of former ofllclala whoso work 
was done In tho rooms which their 
portraits adorn. In tho war depart- 
ment pictures of tho former socrota- 
rlos of whr hang on tho walls of tho 
rooms used directly by tho present 
secretary, Henry L. Stlmson. They 
are flno old portraits, most of them, 
and they represent a lino of men 
from the days of tlio foundation of tho 
igovornment until tho present hour. 

Uy general admission, tho finest 
work of art In tho collection Is the 
■portrait of Jefferson Davis, who was 
president of the Confederacy and who 
lat one time held tho cabinet position 
|0f secretary of war. In tlio treasury 
[department there aro portraits not 
lonly of former secretaries of tho 
'treasury, but also of former comptrol- 
lers of tho currency and former treas- 
urers of thfl United States and of oth- 
er men In high ofdclal position. 

Until a f»w years ago Ellis H. Rob- 
erts of Utlca, N". Y., was treasurer of 
the United States. Mr. Roberts Is 
still living and enjoying a vlrllo old 
ago. Ho was a keen politician and 
was known as one of the scholars In 
politics. He Is approaching ninety 
years of ago and yet ho Is still mak- 
ing addresHcs upon governmental sub- 
jects and upon subjects of historical 
Interest. It used to be said of Mr. 
("Roberts In Washington that ho had a 
luck stone Iq his pocket and abtllty In 
his head all througli his public career. 
Feud Between Roberta and Conkllng. 
Roscoe Conkllng, one of the famous 
senators of the United States, was 
from Utlca. and Conkllng and Roborts, 
although both Republicans, wore very 
much at outs. For years and years 
Conkllng tried to put Roberts down 
and out, but at the end. It Is said, 
Rohorts had as much to do with put- 
ting Conkllng down and out as any 
other man In public life, unless Presi- 
dent Garfield be excepted. 

Early In life Roberts and Conkllng. 
as the Washington story goes, were 
the best possible friends. Roberts 
'was the editor of a newspaper now no 
[longer In existence, but In Its day one 
[Of tho ablest Journals In New York 
I state, Conkllng and Roberts fell out. 
:Tho Conkllng influence defeated Rpb- 
lerta for Congress. Ho was imme- 
'diately appointed assistant treasurer 
iof tho United States at Now York 
-city. Almost as soon as this appoint- 
ment was made Roscoe Conkllng and 
.Thomas C. Piatt resigned from tho 
.senate of the United States because 
'thoy resented another appointment 
■made by President Garfield. They 
'aaked the legislature of New York to 
vindicate them by returning them to 
the senate. The influence of Roberts 
and his paper helped to kill Conkllng 
politically for all time and to kill 
Piatt for a season. ' 

Later when Conkllng had been out 
of the political arena for some time, 
Roberts, who had held a good oflico 
all the time, was made treasurer of 
tho United States. Piatt came back 
Into political life and became for a 
time chief of tho Republican party In 
New York state. Conkllng and Piatt 
are both dead, but Ellis H. Roberts Is 
alive and vigorous and apparently It 
does not need his picture In the treas- 
ury department to recall to Washing- 
ton men some of the stories of his life 
while he was In the midst of public 
affairs. 

Sherman Can't Get Away. 
The vice president of tho Unlt- 
Isd States, James S. Sherman, is 
perhaps In one way not tho happiest 
man this republic claims among its 
citizenship. Although he is the sec- 
ond ofilcer In the government, he finds 
that he Is virtually chained to his seat 
except on those rare occasions when 
the Imi>erative call of duty to hla pri- 
vate concerns or his family makes him 
arrange things so that ho can get 
away. 

The senate of the United States has 
;no president pro tem. Senator Wll- 
!llam P. Fryo of Maine," who was the 
tduly elected presiding officer to act 
;ln the absence of tho vico president, 
'died last summer, and ever since con- 
[gress came together tho senate has 
been trying without success to elect 
;Mr. Frye's successor. The progressive 
Hepubllcans want one senator named 
.for tho place and the conservative Re- 
publicans want another, while tho 
: Demoiirats stand by a third candidate. 
The result has been a deadlock which 
,ha» prevented the election of any man 
to take Senator Frye's place. There 
is no Immediate prospect that an elec- 
tion can bo forced, for neither side to 
thavontroveroy seems to bo willing to 
yield.; . 

Hla Vote Might Be Needed. 
As a result of this trouble tho vice 
president finds It dlfilcult to got away 
froip Washington. Tho Uopubllcnn 
miijttrltyln the, senate Is small and 
flucllaslt is. It Is- divided against it- 
self ^hd so tho conservative Ropubll- 
canslobject to having Mr. Sherman 
nwayvwhon anything of Importance la 
going ^to come to a voto for fear that 
hla vo^ might be necessary to carry 
the day for them In case there were a 



tie, for tho vIco president of tho 
United States has no voice In tho gov- 
ernment except when It Is used to s^y 
yea or nay on some question on which 
the vote In tho upper house Is equal 
between tho two sldoa. 

Mr. Sherman did go away for a few 
days recently and a EHimocratlc sena- 
tor was appointed president pro tem, 
but the nopublicana took good care 
that during tho tirao of loavo nothing 
should come to a voto which was of 
the least leglslatlvo importance. Mr. 
Sliormnn sits In tho chair now almost 
with tho "continuous rofjularlty" with 
which Mr. Fairbanks oat In It. Tho 
former vice president was away from 
his duties In the senate on only two 
occasions during tho four years of his 
Incumbency, 

Jokea of the Senators. 

The senate of the United States 
is reported generally a* tho staldost 
kind of a body. It Is seldom that 
any Jokes aro cracked on tho floor 
of tho upper house, but occasion- 
ally there is an approach to hu- 
mor, or an attempt at humor on tho 
part of some senator in a speech, and 
then there aro likely to bo smiles, but 
there Is never anytlUng approaching 
even tho giggle which precedes laugh- 
ter. 

In tho quiet of their committee 
rooms senators occasionally tell sto- 
ries and a good many of them have to 
do with men whom they have known 
In public life but who are dead and 
gone. Other stories have to do with 
their experiences as senators In their 
dealings with their constituents, espe- 
cially such dealings as are had through 
correspondence. 

Senators and representatives both 
are a willing lot» but occasionally there 
is a limlL A senator from Michigan 
told Bomo of his committee room com- 
rades tho other day that he had re- 
ceived a letter which he thought ap- 
proached the extreme of assurance. 
This letter, he said, was from a clerk 
in one of the departments and it vI^ 
tually ordered tho senator— tho order 
being based on the ground that tho 
man who Issued It hailed from the 
state of Michigan — to call upon the 
superintendent of tho division in which 
the letter writer was a clerk, and tell 
him to have tho clerk's desk moved so 
that he could spend tho time when he 
was not at work In looking out of the 
window. Tho senator vouched for the 
truthfulness of this story. 

Piatt's Modesty Shocked. 

Tho other day a member of the up- 
per house told a story of Senator For- 
aker of Ohio and ex-Senator Piatt of 
Connecticut who died some years ago. 
Mr. Piatt was known as tho most mod- 
est man who over had a seat In con- 
gress. He was modest to t'ho shrink- 
ing point, Tho story ran like this: 

"When Senator Forakcr was making 
his speech against tho proposal to ad- 
mit Arizona and New Mexico as one 
state he quoted from arguments made 
by Senator Piatt, who years ago on the 
fioor of tho senate declared that Da- 
kota was too largo to bo admitted aa 
one commonwealth and that it should 
be split in twain. The- Ohio senator 
started In thus: 'The senior senator 
from Connecticut, Mr. Piatt — ' 

"At this instant tho main door of 
the senate chamber opened and Sena- 
tor Piatt appeared and started slowly 
down tho center aisle. He had not 
heard his name as It fell from the lips 
of Senator Foraker. Senator Foraktir 
continued: 'One of tho most vlrllo- 
mlnded, one of the ablest senators who 
ever held membership In this body — ' 

"Senator Piatt had advanced ten 
feet. Every eye was upon him. Son- 
ator Foraker continued: 'A man 
known to the country for his distin- 
guished services— a man known for the 
fine quality of his mlnd^* 

"Senator Piatt was now within ten 
feet of the front row of senatorial 
desks. The eyes were still upon hira, 
and in them and below them was si- 
lent laughter. 

"Senator Foraker went on: 'A man 
whose opinion upon questions of mo- 
ment carries weight always and convic- 
tion nearly always. I go not astray 
when I seek tho words of tho eminent 
senior senator from Connecticut — ' 

"Senator Piatt had been listening 
without suspicion. His name heard, 
he fairly folded his towering form, fell 
Into a seat and there sat shivering 
from the shock to his Connecticut mod- 
esty." * 

Morgan Had Fun With Galllnger. 
Another story was told of Senator 
Galllnger of New Hampshire who Is 
still in the senate and Senator Mor- 
gan of Alabama who died not long ago 
at nn advanced age. The bill to admit 
Oklahoma aa a state was under dis- 
cussion and Senator Galllnger had in- 
troduced an amendment providing that 
no Intoxicating liquor should be sold 
In the new state for twenty-one years. 
Then the Alabama senator roao In 
his seat and solemnly proposed to Mr, 
Galiliiger's amendment — an amend- 
ment to the effect that no one should 
soil or give Intoxicating drinks to tho 
inhabitants of the new state, "ex- 
cept winea which were mado In the 
United States." 

Senator Galllnger, who Is the head 
and front of every reform movement 
which reaches the senate, looked with 
absolute horror at his friend from Ala- 
bama. The Now Hampshire senator 
had In front of hlra In imagination a 
picture of tho. five clrilized tribes loy. 
Ing In a season's suyply of California 
port and Missouri champagne. Ho 
hastened to tell the senate that Indians 
could get drunk on the American prod- 
uct as rapidly and aa^ completely as 
they coitld on tho product of the vine- 
yards of France, and that there were 
ac many warpath poaaiblllUos in a bot- 
tle of one as In a bottio of the other. 
Tho amendment to tho amendment 
was voted down, and there was Just 
a suspicion of n movomont of the body 
of tho Alabama senator to suggest that 
he was laughing, /

:ng with one companion and a Ilvo^og 
team to go to Valdoj, he aaya: 

"Our sled was loaded with roboa, 
tent, Btovo, axeB,^ clothing and food for 
16 days for dogs and aelvoa. . , . 
Wind blew the snow like ahot In 
3ur faces. I kept'ahead of tho doga, 
loading them, finding tho way. Wo 
had to cross the wide river; tho groat 
hummocks made this an ordeal; had 
to uso tho ax and break a way lor 
dogs and sled. In tho midst of It all 
tho dogs would stop; they could not 
see; their eyes werq closed with tho 
frost; my own were.' The time camo 
when the doga would — could — no long- 
er face tho atorm. I waa forced to 
make a camp. It waa not a apot I 
would chooae for tho purpoao. Tho 
bank of tho river waa precipitous, 
high, rocky, yot there waa wood. I 
climbed 100 feet and picked out a 
spot and made a campflre. Then re- 
turned to tho sled, unharnessed doga, 
got a 'life Uno,' went up and tied It to 
a tree near tho lire. By meana of this 
we got up our robea and food suffi- 
cient. Here, after something to eat, we 
mado our bed on tho snow. , , , 
It was a night of 'ahlvora.' Froze our 
faces." 

Hero is another night picture further 
on In the Journey: 

"All night the wolves howling near- 
by, and we bad to keep our dogs near 
the Are to prevent their being killed. 
Bitter iron cold shackled tho north- 
land. By night the Are roared doQ- 
anco to a frost which It could not sub- 
duo, while dog and man crouched 
near It for protection from Its awful 
power. When outside the flre'a light 
the heavens were ablaze with mov- 
ing lights— tho aurora borealla of tho 
arctic ahono with wonderful bril- 
liance."

The cnttlo feeders of tho state of 
Illinois met in annual convention at 
tho college of agriculture Friday, 
April 19, Thoy came to loam tho re- 
sults of a set of cxporlmcnts that had 
been carried on at; the university with 
seventy head of choice Hereford 
steers. Tho experiment was started 
about November 18 and continued to 
April 17. 1012— IBO days. Tho object 
was to determine the ofilclency of va- 
rious combinations of broken ear com, 
cottonseed meal, silage and alfalfa hay 
as measured by the rapidity and econ- 
omy of gains and markotahle flnlsh 
produced on long yearling steers fed 
in dry lot during the ^vlnter of 1911- 
1912. 

The cattle were divided Into uni- 
form lots of ten steers each and fed 
various rations. The results, though 
not conclusive in every respect, are 
very interesting. Tho loading facta 
as stated by Mr. H. P. Busk are found 
tho accompanying table. 



Summary of results: 1, "VSTien tho 
entire roughage consisted of sllago, 
shelled com produced more ropld 
gains and a higher flnlsh and returned 
a larger profit than broken corn. 

2. The clianging from silage to al- 
falfa in tho middle of the feeding pe- 
riod did not give satisfactory reaulta, 
hut results secured in that particular 
lot are not considered normal or con- 
clusive. 

3. In a ration of broken ear com 
and dllagc, cottonsood meal produced 
more rapid gains and a higher finish 
than alfalfa. 

In a ration of broken ear com, al- 
falfa ond allage, tho larger the pro- 
portion of alfalfa to allage the more 
rapid tho gains, the higher tho flnlsh 
produced and tho greater the proflt. 
Tho larger the proportion of sllago to 
alfalfa, the cheopcr tho gain. 

5, Sllago made cheaper gains than 
alfalfa but did not produce as valuable 
a flnlsh. 

These test steers wcro placed on 
the Chicago market Thursday, April 
11. Two lots sold for $8.36 and flvo 
lots at $8.40 — some higher than the 
estimated value of the previous week. 



The Emperor of Rome Adrhlred the 
Courage and Pluck of 
Caractacua. 

One of the most unlquo captives 
ever brought homo to Rome by Julius 
Caesar waa Carnctncvia of tlio early 
Britons.

His arms were 
chained, and tho emperor roared to 
try to frighten Caractacua, but tho 
bravo chief never so much as quaked. 
Inatcad ho looked the monarch In tbo 
eye and said: 

"You fight to gain the whole -world 
and to make everybody your slaves. I 
fought to keep my own land and for 
freedom." 

Tho great courage tho chief allowed 
finally touched tho heart of tho em- 
peror, and tho ruler of tho Romans 
resolved to see If Caractacus would bo 
as bravo when facing warriors. On 
one of the great holidays In Romo 
Caractacus waa taken to the great 
opcn-alr amphitheater wbero tho popu- 
lace gathered. Ho was told that If he 
could defeat the bold knight that 
would be sent against him he could go 
back to his homo. Caractacus fought 
as he never had before; for some- 
thing sweeter than his llfo was at 
stake — that of his wife ond children. 
Justice seemed to have tempered tho 
metal of his weapons, and when he 
struck tho strong armor of hia antag- 
onist gave way before hla fearful 
blows. Tho result was tlmt Caractacus 
and his family returned to Britain and 
to happiness.

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INJURY TO^ CLOVER 

• By J. Vy. FOLSOM, 
.•Blatant Professor of Entomology^ 
University of Illinois. 

A field of red clover in full bloom 
iB alive with Insects. Such a profu- 
sion of insect visitants, both as re- 
gards number of Indlvlduala and num- 
ber of species at one and the same 
time, Is afforded by no other plant 
that wo know of, with the poasible ex* 
ceptlon of alfalfa. In the clover flelds 
of tho university farm we have taken 
200 species of Insocts — not all of them 
Injurious, though more than half of 
them feed on tho plant. Adding to 
these the othor species that have been 
listed as feeding .on clovera, vetches 
and alfalfa, It is seen that these plants 
are food for more than two hundred 
different kinds of Insects. A hundred

more aro prodaceoua or paraaltlc on 
these clover insects, or else feed on 
animal or vegetable matter In the soli 
of the clover flold. 

No part of the plant escapes attack. 
Tho roots are eaten by the larvae and 
tho beetled of the root-borer, as weU 
as by those of half a dozen other spe- 
cies, and are drained of tholr sap by 
the mealy bug. Tho atom la hollowed 
out by the common atond-horer. Doth 
the sterna and loaves are pierced by 
many hemlpteroua Inaects, esi>cclaliy 
aphlds and Jaaalds, and are eaten by 
a great variety of caterijlllara. beetles 
and grasehoppcrB, as are also the 
heads of the flowers. The qvulo ta de- 
stroyed by the maggot of tho aeed- 
.raldge, and the developing seed la cat- 
'en out by the seed-chalcld. Even 
clover hay Is the special food of a 
certalh catefplllor, hence called the 
clover hay-worm. 

Some of tlie Insects of the clover 
field are, of course, beneficial. Such 
ore tho8« that poUenlzc tho flowers— 
bumblebees and, to flome extent, houey 



bees — as well as those that act na 
checks on the injurious Insects. 

Most of tho clover Insects are not 
limited to clover, but have other food 
plants aa well. The seed-mldgo and 
the seed caterpillar are, however, con- 
fined to the clovers, and the Beed>chal* 
old to clovers and alfalfa, ao far aa 
known. The root-borer Is said to cat 
peas as well as clover. The hay-worm 
has been found only on hay as yet, but 
the moth has been ralacd from masses 
of dead grape leaves taken In a vino- 
yard. The leaf-weevil Is reported from 
beans and timothy, as well as clover 
and alfalfa. Tho clover louse has 
been a pest of the worst kind on pens 
and has a long list nf food plants. Of 
tho less Important clover Inaects, a 
fevr have no other food plant; but the 
majority can easily maintain their ex> 
istence when no clover la at hand. 

Tho Insect posts of clover are but 
seven, and thoy aro within our con- 
trol'lf we choose to control them. 
Moreover, they can be controlled by 
mcana that interfere little, If any, with 
uaual.farm practice; and tho methods 
on control do not conflict with one an- 
other, but are essentially tho same for 
nil clover peats, referring eapodally to 
those of red clover. 

Tho worst- of those to deal with, 
where it occurs Injuriously, la the root- 
borer. If it la very destructive in 
spring, plow the clover under, for this 
Insect has quite Its own way. The 
othoV pesta can be disposed of with- 
out sacrlflcing the plant. 

If the hay crop ia threatened eorl- 
ously In the. spring by the leaf weevil 
or the clover louse, pasture it or clip 
it back In May; otherwlBo, cut tho hay 
aa early as possible, In ordor to Insure 
a good second growth. Usually, how. 
ever, these two Insects are aubdued by 
natural agencies In spite of theli 
abundance. 

To get rid of the worst of tho in- 
sects, Ipasturo or clip back tn May or 
early Juno; or else cut tho hay as soon 
aa possible — aa ooon as it Is froah Ic 
blopm, or earlier. 

Cut rod clover, or pasture It ilghtly 
In. the latter part of tho first season, 
as this goes far to reduce the numbet 
of tnpeot pesta in the same field the 
second year, and does not ^jure the 
clover If done intelligently. DoatroV 
volunteer clover, -which is a rich nurs- 
ery for all ktnda of clover Insects.' It 
can bo cut most conveniently with the 
rest of the clover— twice a year. 

Do not permit rod' clover to run foi 
more- then two years In this region* 
where It ia, for R^ricultural purposes 
A biennial.

Birthplace. 

Ono of tho things to attract tho 
notice of every traveler that vlslta 
Spain Is that strange rnco which ho 
Ilnds scattered hero and there In small 
groups In the remote rural dlstrlctfl or 
near tho great centers of population. 
It presents a type that can ho mista- 
ken, for no other In tho Spanish do* 
minions. 

The lips thick, the eyes large, blank 
and piercing, the hair long, black and 
straight, the complexion olive tinted, 
the Spanish gipsy, whether encamped 
In a sheltering ravine or under" tho 
arches of an aqueduct or In tho shad- 
ow of an overhanging cliff, Is Indeed 
Spanish because born In Spain, but In 
all cIsQ ho Is a gipsy. 

Time was when Spaniards of tho 
true blue blood called gipsies "Now 
Castlllans." or "Egyptians," or "Moor- 
ish footpads;" but while their trails 
have undergone no change their name 
Is now deflnltoly gitanos, or gipsies.

Most of them have no fixed 
abode; but In some parts, and notably 
In Andalusia, there are several small 
Bettlomenta, for towns they can hardly 
be called, where theso wanderers have 
taken possession of caves In the 
mountain Bide, whence they sally forth 
to toll fortunes and to filch. Wher- 
ever they are, they are Inclined to be 
quarrelsome among themselves and to 
enforce their arguments by means of 
wicked looking kiuves, which they 
wield with great dexterity.

HOUSE ADOPTS RESOLUTION 

CALLING FOR ELECTION OF 

SENATORS BY PEOPLE. 



STATES' SOLONS MUST RATIFY 



Moaauro Provides fop Federal Supei^ 

vision of Alt Senatorial Elections 

—Full Text of Bill— Final 

Vote Was 237 to 39. 



Waahlngton. May 15.— Dy a vot« 
of 237 to 39 the bouBo passed tti« 
rcBolutlou Monday declaring for an 
amondmcDt to tho Conatltullon pro- 
viding for the direct oloctlon of Uni- 
ted States senators. Tho resolution 
has already paaeod tho senate. Tho 
amendment, thus Initiated by con- 
srresa, must bo ratified by three- 
fourthg of tho state legUlatures bo- 
fore It win become law. 

The reBoluUon, as modified by th« 
senate, on motion of Senator Brla- 
tow, provides for federal suporvlslon 
of tho Bcnntorial elections. This pro- 
vision was fought by mcrahorB from 
tho south, led by Repr<?Bentntive Bart- 
lett of Georgia, who hold that federal 
Interference would lead to a return 
of carpet bagslng. As passed th© 
resolution Is as follows: 

That In Ilou of the first paragraph 
of section 3 of article 1 of the Con- 
•titutlon of the United States, and In 
lieu of so much of paragraph two of 
the same section as relates to the fill- 
ing of vacancies, the following be pro- 
posed as an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, which shall be valjd to ail 
Intents and purposes as part of the 
Constitution when ratified by the leg- 
islatures of three-fourths of the states. 

The senate of the United States 
shall be composed of two senators 
from each state, elected by the people 
thereof, for six years; and each sena- 
tor shall have one vote. The electors 
In each state shall have the qualifica- 
tions requisite for electors of tho 
most numerous blanch of the state 
legislatures. 

When vacancies happen In the rep- 
resentation of any state in the senate 
the executive authority of such state 
shall Issue writs of election to fill 
such vacancies, provided that the leg- 
islature of any state may empower 
the executive thereof to make tempor- 
ary appointments until the people fill 
the vacancies by election as the legis- 
lature may direct. 

This amendment shall not be so 
construed as to affect the election or 
term of any senator chosen before it 
becomes valid as part of the Consti- 
tution- 
There were cheers and applause 
when tho speaker announced that the 
measure had received tho two-thirds 
majority required for a Constitutional 
amendment and It was predicted that 
tho reform would be accepted by a 
sufficient number of states to Incor- 
porate It Into tho Constitution. 

Tho majority of the atato legisla- 
tures meet next January and each 
will probably act on the amendment 
OS speedily as posfilblo. In the cases 
of other states there will be no legis- 
latures for nnoth«r year so It will be 
at least two years before tho voters 
will have an opportunity to go to the 
polls and voto for a senator as they 
would for a congrrtsman, even If rati- 
fication Is prompt and general. 

Representative Bartlett of Georgia 
started the fight against the resolu- 
tion which had passed the senate by 
offering an amendment which pro- 
vlded that congress shall not have 
tho power or the authority to deter- 
tolno the qualifications of electors of 
United States senators, nor to author- 
ire supervisors, Judges or returning 
boards for those elections, nor to use 
United States marsfaalB or troops at 
the polls for the election of senators. 

Representatives Kabn and Know- 
land of California were the only Re- 
publicans to vote for the Bartlett 
amendment, which was defected 189 
to 89.

Humphreys, Jacoway, Lee, Ma- 
con, Moore (Tex.). OldHeld, Rodden- 
berry, Saunders, Slsaon. Slayden. Ste- 
phens (Miss.) , Trlbble, Tumbull, 
Wltherapoon, Blackman, Brantley and 
Dent.

Scranton, Pa., May 12.— Cayugn 
breaker, of tho Delawaro, Lackawanna 
& Western coippany, In North Scran- 
ton, formed the background of a riot- 
ous demonstration last Friday. 

Forolrai workmen wore lenders 
among xho crowd of two thousand 
men and boys that aflaemblod near the 
breaker to keep away men who were 
going to tho necessary work . More 
than tlitrty women who Joined In mob 
violence wore arrested. A number of 
foreigners and policemen were In* 
jured. 

Some shots wcro fired by the po- 
lloo aa Policemen Poter Marker and 
Louis Davis fell, both heads battered 
by cobblestones.

Tho motion was finally adopted by 
an overwhelming majority. 

Recommendations wero adopted, un- 
der the direction of Rev. W. S. Chlnn.

CONSPIRACY CHARGE IS MADE 



Did Not Send Wireless Welcome to 
Newly Appointed Apostolic Dele- 
gate — Says Purpose is to Arouse 
Religious Prejudice Against Him. 



Catawbas of South Carolina Have Al- 
ways Been Friendly to the 
Whites. 

In South Carolina la tho earliest 
civilized tribe of Indians In tho United 
States, and they are not tho wards of 
the government. Theso are the Ca- 
tawbas, and they number approximate- 
ly 100. 

State Senator W. H. Stewart of 
South Carolina Is In Washington to 
confer with tho congressional delega- 
tion of that stnto with tho view ot 
having thcso Indians placed on the 
same basia ns all other red men, and 
It is probable Ihnt a bill will shortly 
bo introduced to this end. 

"It Is fltrango", perhaps, tjiat the Ca-- 
tawha Indians, who have been wards 
of tho stnto of South Carolina for 
many years should never have receiv- 
ed any recognition from tho nnllona! 
government," said Senator Stewart, 
"but It Is a fact, nevertheless. Tho 
Catawbas aro the only American In- 
dians, BO far ns my knowledge goes, 
that have always been friends of tho 
white man. They never took the blood 
of a whlto man, and during all tho 
early struggles of tho whites against 
tho Indians tho Catawbas remained 
true. They wero In what Is now South 
Carolina when tho first whites reach- 
ed that territory, and they have re- 
mained there, 

"For a long time the Chorokees oc- 
cupied tho same territory, and there 
was continual strife between tho two 
tribes, for tho Chorokees wore among 
tho most bloodthirsty tribes on this 
continent In all tho struggles the Ca- 
ta'wbas took sides with tho sottlors 
against tho Chorokees. The latter In- 
dians massacred many of the settlers 
In South Carolina. 

■ "The stnto government, nftor* having 
taken care of these Indians for so 
many years, now Is seeking to havo 
the national government make provi- 
sion for thom, so that they can. In 
common with other Indians, havo 
land allotted to them and becomq 
American citizens, which Is only just 
and falr."-rWoshlngton Post, 



Washington, May 14.— On Sunday 
tho following statement was lasuod 
from tho Whlto House; 

"Among the insidious methods ot au 
tack pursued by some against mo, is 
tlio attempt to arouse religious preju- 
dice on the charge that 1 am In some 
manner unduly favoring; tho Roman 
Catholic church. It has been my of- 
ficial purpose first, as the governor 
general of the Pbillpplncs; second, as 
secretary of war, and third, as presi- 
dent, to encourage every church oa far 
as possible where this docs notlnvolvo 
Invidious distinctions, and does not 
depart from the rule which separates 
our state from ofllclal relations to all 
churches. 1 have unduly favored no 
church, but ha\'e treated thom all 
with absolute Impartiality. 

"In 1902 I visited Rome and con- 
forred' with Pope Leo XiU. In an at- 
tempt to Bottle the friar land contro- 
versy, which had arisen In tho Phil- 
ippines whllo I was governor general, 
and after a time I succeeded In doing 
so. Whon last March my aide. Major 
Butt, set out on a trip solely for his 
health and proposed to visit Home he 
asked me for a letter of Introduction 
to tho present popo that ho might 
have the privilege of an audience, and 
I gavo htm such a letter. The letter 
contained nothing but a statement of 
who Major Butt was and an expres- 
sion for the hope that he might have 
tho honor of being received. The only 
note or letter from tbo popo or any 
representative of his In answer to this 
letter of introduction which 1 have re- 
ceived Is a cablegram ot condolonco 
for all concerned sent by Cardinal 
Merry del Vnl by direction of the popo 
at the time ot tho Titanic disaster and 
making an Inquiry as to the fate ot 
Major Butt, to which I replied express- 
ing my thanks and giving the fact. 

"The evidence that there is a con- 
spiracy for the purpose ot. arousing 
religious prejudice against mb la 
shown by the fact that at the Instance 
of some one unknown to roe. It was 
reported in a great many very repoct- 
ablo newspapers that I sent a message 
of welcome and congratulations to the 
nowly appointed apostolic delegate by 
wireless to the Incoming steamer 
which was bearing htm to New York. 
No such message was sent by me, or 
by anyone by my authority. Denial ot 
tho publlsbqd report was Issued from 
tho White House, but the. denial has 
obtained no publicity.
